up a deep baying while they were 
in 
the vicinity of tbe camp. 


Mr. Stone and his companions 
were 
within two and a half miles of the 
Heene of the fight betweon 
the Brule 


Indians 
and 
the Yankton party, and 
saw the Yankton boys 
after they got 
back home.

every one of them bore some wound 
or bruise received 
during the engage- 
ment.
